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1, In early October 1951 headquarters of the 21 Army was at Linhai (121-07* 
*20-53). Elements of the 62 Division, 21 Army, had arrived at Huangyen 
(121-15, 28-la). On 9 0cto‘>er a regiment of the 63 Division stationed 
in Hoangyen left for the north. 

2, On 16 October an artillery unit and elements of the 63 Division arrived 
in V'enchou. An organized motor junk battalion with 23 junks, recently 
attached to the 63 Division, was stationed in the Chihmen ($. PJ ) -Wenchow, 
area. 

3, In mtd-Gc bober elements of the 62 Division were near the mouth of the 
Ch’iao Hirer. According to some of these troops, they were soon to leave 
for the north via Huangyen. 

U. In early October elements of the 310 Regiment, 10l* Division, were in the 
Luch’iaochen {% $$ % ) area of the Chekiang coast. On 10 October one 

battalion cf this division arrived at V.enling (121-21, 28-23). 

5. In mid-October headquarters of the 105 Division was at Hungch’iao (121-02, 
28-15). On 15 October a comp ary of troops of an unidentified unit moved 
from Lech'ing (120-57, "8-08) to Ch’umen, where a battalion of the 315 
Regiment, 105 Division, was already stationed, 

6. In mid-October a regiment of the 103 Division in the Tenchou area was 
preparing to move north. 

7. In mid-October battalions of the 313 Regiment, 105 Division, were disposed 

as follows: The 1 battalion on Langchishan Island (121— , 28— ); the 

2 Battalion on Chin:h»ing £ f. $ J.-hcLth headquarters of this battalion 
in the Lao Te Sheng ( %> % £ ) Drug Store, and its machine gun unit in 
the Catholic churchj the 3 Battalion in the V.enling area. 
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On 15 October, U,000 well-equipped Chinese Communist troops arrived in 
tiie Haiaen (121-25, 284*3) area. Most of these troops were natives of 
North China* 

In mid-October Chinese Communist troop movements were frequent in the 
coastal area opposite Nationalism-held P'ishan (121-30, 28-06). According 
to troops in this coastal area, the Chinese Communists were soon to attack 
P*ishsn* 

In mid-October units of the 27 Army withdrawn from Korea were in the 
Choushan Islands, where they were being reorganized and obtaining replace- 
ments. 

On 20 October an artillery unit of the 35 Army arrived at Wenchow* 

In late October KUO Ch»eng~ming (|f $$ ) was commander of a regiment of 

the 108 Division with headquarters in the Loch’ing area* One battalion of 
this regiment was in the Ch’umen (121-17, 28-15) area* One company of 
another battalion of the same regiment was in the Huangyen (121-15, 284*1) 
area* 

About 20 October Chinese Communist troops set up three artillery positions 
and an observation post at Fengshsn ( j jh ik ), in. the Haimen (121-25, 284*3) 
area. 

In late October a garrison battalion of the 35 Army and an artillery company 
of the 312 Regiment, 105 Division, 2 war© in the Sungmen (121-36, 28-22) 
area* Fifty motor junks were in this area. 

In late October units of the 62 Division, 21 Army, were in the Hsiangshan 
(121-51, 29-29) and Sanmenwan (121- , 29- ) areas*, 

On 20 October, at a military conference in Wenchou called by BSIA Yun-fei 
(1 if ilr 1 )* commander of the Chekiang 5 Military District, and attended 
byMgh-r sinking officers of that command, a plan was dram up for the 
suppression of Nationalist guerrillas on the islands off the Chekiang coast. 
Shortly after the conference, this plan was submitted to the Chekiang 
Military District Command for approval. 

On ll* October fifty wounded Chinese Communist soldiers arrived in Wenchou 
from an area southwest of Wenchou. It was rumored that these soldiers were 
wounded by Nationalist guerrillas* 

In mid-October, 30 Chinese Communist motor junks and 200 ordinary junks were 
at the mouth of the GhUso River, near Haimen. 

At a conference convened on 15 October at Sungmen by Chekiang authorities 
and attended by representatives of fishermen of the Ch ? men^uiigmen-Shiht 3 ang 
(121-36, 28-17) area, the following was announced s All 800 fishing vessels 
in the Ch , umQn-Sungmen-*Shiht ? amg area requiring repairs were to be repaired 
by 22 October, when they will be organized into battalions, companies and 
platoons, and assembled in the Shiht*ang area to await the orders of Chekiang 
authorities. 

About 20 October, Chekiang military authorities issued 5 rifles to each fish- 
ing vessel in the Ch^timen-Sungmen-Shiht* sng area, and purchased in the Haimen 
area 1*,000 bags of flour, which were to be used for rations for fishermen of 
these vessels. 

About 20 October, 600 fishing boats in the Haimen-Chiachih (121-23, 28-1*2) 
area were waiting for the arrival of Chinese Communist motor junks which were 
to accompany them north on a fishing trip. 
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22. About 2k October, 50 Chinese Communist motor junks and 100 fishing junks 
were at Batmen, each with 5 rifles and 50 rounds of ammunition. 
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23. On 22 October a battalion of the Shanghai Public Security General Unit 
arrived in Chengehou (117-U2, 2U-32) from Lungyan (117-02, 25-07). W " 
battalion, under the coses and of MA Chih-yang (A M, ) and comprising 
600 troops, was billeted in the Catholic and Protestant churches in the 
Chinman ( )-Changchou area. 

2h. In mid-October headquarters of the 10 Army Group was at Nant’ai (119-18, 
26~Oii). Forty tanks of the 12 Tank Regiment, 10 Army Group, were also at 
Nant’ai. 
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Around early September all small coastal guns emplaced near the Amoy Harbor 
lighthouse opposite Tat ant so (A. Jb ), were replaced by heavy coastal 
guns. Heavy coastal guns were known also to be in the Meihua (USMj.0, 
26-00), Ch'angmen (119-33, 26-09), Taao &), Hsiaocheng ( 4, U ), 
Chenhai (118-05, 2lt-l6) and Huangch'i (120-21, 27-06) areas.
